Some 48 hours ahead of Santa 
Claus, the President attempted to 
stuff the nation’s stockings with a 

ae $77 billion budget. 
. Back of this 
was fear... . 
And politics. 
The fear was 
-an old one — 
Russia. 
Our currency 
is based oa gold. 
Russia is a-great 
gold - producing 
nation. She has, 
portedly, a hoard of the golden 
metal as great as the one we have 
at Fort Knox—maybe larger. 


If Russia suddenly should dump 
gold on the market at a cheap 
price—or, as abruptly, announce 
a ruble based on a high gold con- 
tent, she could cause severe cam- 
age, at least temporarily, to the 
economy of the United States. 
Permanent harm is not impossible. 


Money, a commodity scarce in 
most quarters, is the one direct 
tie people have with government. 
An unstable currency inevitably 
means an unstable government. 
If the citizens have no confidence 
in their currency they have no 
confidence in those who govern. 


Destructive Force 


_The Soviets are beginning to be 
a destructive force in world trade- 
They have already been able in 
the past six months to shake the 
seats of government in many 
Latin countries. Now they have 
Washington in an uncertain mood. 
They can wreck certain industries, 
if they choose, by political dump- 
ing of commodities. The fluctua- 
tions of world currency as of today 
have the Swiss franc as the “hard- 
est,’’ with the U.S. dollar and the 
West German mark next. Report- 
edly there are some of the Euro- 
pean nations which are easing off 
on dollars because they believe 
the Russians are going to step up 
their trade machinations and 
maybe do something about gold. 

Hence, the fear in Washington 
and the desire to tighten the 
dollar. 

But, this, unhappily, is a nega- 
tive, largely political, move. It 
will not harden the dollar. The 
budget is unrealistic. It is pretty 
sure to be at least $3 billion shy 
of income. Therefore, it won't 
match outgo. The theoretical $77 
billion is dependent on an increase 
in federal gasoline taxes and an- 
other increase in postal rates. 
There also is a suggestion of sur- 
charges on unidentified federal 
“services.” 


The gas tax will be upped. 
It, plus liquor, wine, beer, and 
luxuries of all sorts, will of neces- 
gity bear a heavier tax burden. 
This, despite the pain and grief 
it brings to dealers in the pleas- 
ant things people really don’t 
need, is the way things should be. 
Necessities should bear as little 
as possible of the tax burden. 
Postage rates were upped by the 
Jast Congress. They will not be 
given another boost. The election 
of 1960 is already a factor in 
political action. 


The budget itself has a political 
brand. 


The White House knows that 
spending of necessity will go up. 
Some 10 millions of people are to 
Be added to the Social Security 
folls. That is not “spending.”

Military Spending 
Military spending is certain to 

grow. It cost $25 billion to get 

the Atlas in orbit. It was worth it. 


If we are to go ahead with the 
national highway system it will 
add several billions to the budget. 
There will be some additional help 
to education. There should be. 
We are moving toward federal 
scholarships—and that is a good 
thing for the nation and its secu- 
rity. 


These are some of the major 
items. 


~The politics of it are really 
pretty crude. The President 
charged, when the GOP was so 
emphatically repudiated in the 
November election, that the win- 
ners were ‘“‘spenders.”” 


There has been, and is, a con- 
siderable campaign effort to brand 
the Democrats as wasters and 
spenders. Then the White House 
produces a budget which it knows 
to be unrealistic. The President’s 
own bureau has an es- 
timated outgo of $79,200,000,000. 


That the people should be con- 
fused is inevitable. Nor are they 
alone. Many of.the best eco- 
nomic minds are in an uncertain 
state. |

PARIS (AP)—Premier Charles 
de Gaulle appeared Thursday 
night to be on the verge of hope- 
fully coining a new and sturdier 
French franc to shore up French 
economy and prestige. 


The obvious hope is that the 
“De Gaulle franc” will put France 
on a firmer monetary footing for 
the opening of the six-nation Euro- 
pean Common Market Jan. 1. 


De Gaulle called a Cabinet 
meeting for Friday to make a fi- 
nal decision on the currency re- 
form. 


In preparation, the Finance 
Ministry ordered all financial ex- 
changes in France to remain 
closed Friday. 


In anticipation of some revision 
of the value of the franc, the 
Paris black market for gold and 
foreign currencies spurted slight- 
ly last week. The franc has held 
steady at about 440 to the U. S. 
dollar since De Gaulle came to 
power last June. It closed Wednes- 
day at 471 to the dollar. The offi- 
cial rate is 420.

With the first of two successive long 
holiday weekends barely under way, al- 
ready carnage on the streets and high- 
ways tells a story of sadness and futility 
in this season devoted to happiness and 
good will. 

The State Patrol predicts that 47 
Georgians will die on the roads before 
the New Year holidays end. The fore- 
cast probably is on the conservative side. 
But even so, their prediction should 
scare the living daylight out of us all. 

“Will one of the 47 be me or one of 
my loved ones?” 

That is the question each of us should 
ask ourselves. We then should resolve 
to practice simple rules of safety in 
driving our cars so that it will not be 
us or some other unfortunate person who 
might have got in our way. 

Driving long distances when tired, 
driving under the influence of alcohol, 
speeding, recklessness and carelessness 
will be responsible for most of the 47 
deaths the patrol foresees. These things 
will be responsible, too, for families torn 


apart by the shock of death. Bread- 


winners will die as will wives and 


children. 


Death on the highway is not dis- 
criminating. It respects no social or eco- 
nomic level. It strikes all age groups but 
especially among drivers under 25. 


Howard Pyle, deputy assistant to the 
President, said recently at a Miami Beach 
traffic safety conference: “All crisis is 
not political or international. We have 
our burden of crisis at home, too; crisis 
measured in terms of lives lost, resources 
wasted, and the national conscience 
weakened by seemingly irresponsibility 
of many of our finest citizens.” 

So our plea to all Georgians during 
this holiday period is for each to shoulder 
his responsibility for saving his own life 
and that of others. Let’s help prevent 
those 47 deaths and make it a happy 
New Year for everyone.

It is quite disappointing that the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce feels it’ has 
no responsibility to set up a committee 
of citizens to work on common problems 
in the field of racerelations.

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope 
John XXIII cried this Christmas. 

It was a busy day for the 77- 
year-old pontiff. He celebrated 
midnight Mass in the presence of 
the diplomatic corps of the Holy 
See, re-establishing a custom 
abandoned for 15 years. He cele- 
brated Mass again at noon in St. 
Peter's Basilica. 


He left Vatican City to visit the 
sick in two Rome hospitals, the | 
first time this had been done since 
before 1870 when Rome was part | 
of the Vatican State. | 


Then. in the Vatican consistorial | 
hall. he received 60 orphans and 
20 mutilated and crippled children 
from Rome institutions. 


That was when he cried. 


He smiled through the tears and 
told the children: ‘You know, in| 
this life you only cry twice. 

very young, and the old, they can 
cry.” 


He went on, giving his greetings | 
and his blessings to the children. | 


The orphans filed past him, on 
his throne, to receive papal med- | 
als as gifts to mark the visit. Then | 
the Pope stepped down from the 
throne and walked to the crippled 
children to give them their med- 
als. 


Some 20,000 of his Roman par- 
ishoners and a _ few visitors | 
cheered the pontiff when he was 
borne into the basilica on his por- 
table throne for the noon Mass. 
Silver trumpets heralded his en- 
trance. 


After the Mass at the papal al- 
tar, Pope John put on a red coat 
and drove first to the children’s 
hospital, ““Bambin Gesu’’—Infant 
Jesus—and then to the Rome city 
hospital, “Anto Spirito’-— Holy 
Ghost.

Relax, Change Diet 


Nature puts us all into one of 
four weight categories: (1) those 
who eat all their lives without 
concern for calories and always 
maintain a normal weight—this 
group is the envy of all their 
calorie-consicous fellow men; (2) 


those forced to guard against |

obesity by constant care in the 
choice and quantity of food; (3) 
those who start out in adult life 
with enviable figures and pos- 
tures but who lapse into over- 
weight, and (4) those who are 
deplorably underweight from 
childhood on.
